Report of School District 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Committee of Lyndeboro: 


Herewith } submit my third annual report as Super- 
‘intendent of your schools. 

Of last year’s corps of experienced teachers only two 
returned this year. Those to accept positions in other 
towns are Miss Whitcomb, Miss Slack and Miss Dearth. 
Their places have been filled by Mrs. Angie McLellan at 
the South School, Miss Alice Draper at Perham Corner, 
and Miss ‘Theresa Burke at the Center. For our school 
at South Lyndeboro, the size of which has been consid- 
erably increased by bringing in the pupils from the West 
District, we were fortunate in securing a successful 
teacher of several years’ experience. This plan of con- 
solidating the two schools appears to be working very 
well, the pupils from the outlying district finding in the 
larger school a greater incentive for work and a broader 
companionship in play. Ina school of this size however, 
with all eight grades, the curriculum for the upper 
grades must of necessity be restricted. While under 
favorable circumstances it may be possible to teach satis- 
factorily the common branches, yet if any of the prac- 
tical arts work or general science is to be attempted in 
grades 7 and 8 an assistant teacher would be necessary. 
Should stich courses be introduced in order to give grad- 
uates of the grammar school a preparation for high 
school equivalent to that afforded pupils in neighboring 
towns, accommodations for two teachers would be need- 
ed. Such accommodations could be provided either by 
making an extension to the present building or putting 
up a new two room building. While the carrying out of 
such a plan may be a remote possibility, yet in view of 
the rapid falling off in the school population in two of 
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the districts further consolidation may become a neces- 
sity. 

Attendance this year on the whole has been good as 
a glance at the tables appended to this report shows. 
Last year the school at Perham Corner and South Lynde- 
boro were the ones to make especially good records. 
May I also call attention to the distribution of pupils 
by schools. ‘The present enrollment at South Lynde- 
boro just equals the enrollment in the three schools at 
Johnson Corner, Perham Corner and the Center. 


Following is a sumamry of the report of Dr. Hatch, 
the medical examiner. Total number of pupils exam- 
ined 57. Number of cases found in defective teeth 209, 
hypertrophied tonsils 2, defects in breathing 1, unvac- 
cinated 13. Number of cases in which treatment hag 
been secured since the examination last year 17. In as 
much as the general health of the body is so dependent 
on having sound teeth, care of the teeth is of prime im- 
portance. Five of the towns in this district have al- 
ready arranged to secure the services of the dental clinic 
which has been organized by the Hillsboro County 
Farm Bureau. The work of the clinic has been very 
successful in both New Ipswich and Greenville, a large 
percentage of the children securing treatment. The 
chief advantages of the clinic are economy of time and 
money. It is hoped that the clinic may be secured in 
Lyndeboro sometime late in the spring. 


After the medical examination has been made each 
year in the schools by the physician the cards telling 
of defects in due time are sent to the parents.. Often 
these cards are not understood and if. understood are 
many times ignored particularly if the children are 
able at all to attend school. But the physician’s work 
is done and often from year to year the same defects in 
the same children are recorded. It is then that-someone 
must follow up these cards going to the homes and ex- 
plaining to the parents in an intelligent and sympathetic 
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manner why the defects in the child should be correct- 
ed and as soon as possible and advising the care at 
home and making arrangements for surgical aid if such 
is needed. Such is the work of a school nurse. During 
the winter months Miss Myra Ellis has been engaged as 
school nurse by five of the towns in the district, her 
salary being paid from state funds. The state allow- 
ance for medical inspection and health work is $1.00 
per pupil and it is hoped that through the aid thus se- 
cured and by small appropriations by the various towns 
the services of a school nurse may be secured for the 
coming year. | 

The school houses in general are in good condition 
except for some minor repairs which should be made at 

the Centre. At a comparatively low cost the building 
~ at South Lyndeboro has been greatly improved. A new 
ceiling has been made, windows changed so as to avoid 
cross lighting, and a new blackboard installed. It is 
quite imperative also that the stove be jacketed, for 
with so many in the room it is necessary to place some 
of the children near the stove. This work can be done 
at a low cost. , | 

With willing, faithful teachers the work in the 
schools has been carried on successfully this year. Em-_ 
phasis has been laid on the fundamentals and good prog: 
ress has been made in both reading and arithmetic. 
An inventory has been made of all books used in the 
schools with a view toward greater uniformity in the 
work covered in the various subjects. Gradually the 
schools are being supplied with enough books to have 
the same ones used in all the schools. 

In conclusion may I express my appreciation for the 
splendid support accorded me by the teachers and the 
co-operation of the School Board and townspeople.
